WHEREAS  by  “ An  Act  respecting  Pound  Dis- 
tricts ” it  is  enact('d  that  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor  in  Council  may,  by  Order  in  Council, 
made  public  by  notice  in  the  British  Columbia 
Gazette,  constitute  any  part  of  the  Province  of 
British  Columbia  not  within  the  limits  of  a munici- 
pality into  a pound  district; 

And  whereas  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act 
application  has  been  made  to  constitute  that  por- 
tion of  the  County  of  Yale  known  as  Naramata  and 
the  district  contiguous  thereto — and  within  the 
following  boundaries : On  the  south  by  Four-mile 
Creek ; on  the  north  by  a coulee  running  from  the 
base  of  the  rock  through  which  the  Kettle  Valle3'^ 
Railwaj'  has  made  a tunnel  on  their  lower  grade 
to  the  Okanagan  Lake ; on  the  east  by  the  lower 
grade  of  the  Kettle  Valley  Railway  line;  and  on 
the  west  bj'  the  Okanagan  Jjake — a pound  district :

“(c. ) For  the  purpose  of  this  subsection,  any 
one  who  appears,  acts,  or  behaves  as  master  or 
mistress  of,  or  as  the  person  having  the  care,  gov- 
ernment, or  management  of,  any  such  exhibitions, 
shows,  businesses,  or  occupations  shall  be  deemed 
the  owner  thereof  and  liable  hereunder : 

“(105.)  For  preventing,  licensing,  and  regulating 
slot-machines  and  slot-vending  machines  and  ma- 
chines and  devices  operated  by  the  insertion  of 
slots,  slugs,  or  coins,  and  machines  and  devices 
operated  mechanically  for  the  purpose  of  selling  or 
dispo.sing  of  any  goods,  wares,  merchandise,  or 
articles,  and  the  persons,  firms,  or  corporations 
owning,  keeping,  or  maintaining  same.” 

To  amend  subsection  (110)  of  section  125  of 
the  principal  Act  by  inserting  after  the  word 
“ peddlers,”  in  the  first  line  thereof,  the  word 

liucksters  ” ; and  by  inserting  after  the  word 
“ force,”  in  the  ninth  line  thereof,  the  words  “ and 
for  prohibiting  the  carrying-on  of  any  such  busi- 
ness, trade,  or  calling  at  such  times  or  in  such 
I)laces  as  the  by-law  shall  designate : Provided 
that  without  restilcting  the  generality  of  any  of  the 
for('g()ing  words  or  terms.”

same  for  the  recovery  of  such  costs  and  expenses 
in  the  same  manner  and  under  the  same  regulation 
as  in  the  case  of  the  sale  of  land  for  overdue  taxes : 

The  powers  in  subclause  (a)  of  this  sub- 
section , contained  may  be  exercised  by  the  Council

ments as  aforesiiid.  and  may  i)rovide  for  a sinking 
fund,  or  make  the  debt  payable  by  instalments  of 
I)rincipal  and  interest  as  provided  by  the  principal 
Act  in  regard  to  borrowing  money,  find  may  extend 
the  time  for  jiayment  of  the  debt  in  either  of  such 
methods  for  such  length  of  time  as  the  Council  may 
deem  necessary,  notwithstfinding  that  the  frontage 
or  property  assessments  in  connection  with  such 
local  imjirovements  nifiy  be  jaiyable  at  one  or  more 
dilTerent  periods,  and  may  consolidfite  any  such 
debts  by  one  or  more  such  by-laws,  and  for  the 
purpose  of  nuiking  the  diites  of  payment  uniform 
may,  without  resubmitting  any  liy-law,  change  the

That  the  Mayor  and  members  of  the 
Board  of  Control  shall  be  nominated  and  elected 
from  the  city  at  large : 

“(6.)  That  one  Alderman  shall  be  nominated 
and  elected  from  each  of  the  wards  respectively 
into  which  the  city  shall  at  the  nomination  and 
election  thereof  be  divided : 

“(c. ) That  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  shall  hold 
office  for  the  length  of  time  hereinbefore  provided 
by  this  Act. 

“(d.)  That  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Control 
shall  hold  office  as  follows : — 

“At  the  first  election  the  member  who  received 
the  highest  number  of  votes  and  the  member  who 
received  the  second  highest  number  of  votes  shall 
continue  in  office  for  two  years  from  the  date  of 
their  election,  and  from  that  time  onward  until 
their  successors  shall  have  been  elected ; and  the 
two  members  who  receive  respectively  the  third  and 
fourth  highest  number  of  votes  shall  continue  in 
office  for  one  year  from  the  date  of  their  election, 
and  from  that  time  onward  until  their  successors 
shall  have  been  elected. 

“ In  each  year  succeeding  the  said  first  election 
of  such  last-mentioned  members  there  shall  be 
elected  as  many  members  of  said  Board  as  shall 
be  necessary  to  fill  the  places  of  the  members  whose 
terms  of  office  then  expire,  so  as  to  complete  or 
continue  the  full  complement  of  four  members,  and 
such  members  as  are  elected  in  each  succeeding 
year  shall  hold  office  for  two  years  from  the  date 
of  their  election,  and  from  that  time  onward  until 
their  successors  shall  have  been  elected. 

” In  case  of  a tie  at  any  such  election  the  Re- 
turning Officer  shall  have  a casting-vote.

acclamation,  and  filling  of  any  vacancy  that  may 
occur  in  the  said  office,  shall,  except  as  otherwise 
Iirovided  herein,  nnitofis  )in(iaudis,  apply  to  the 
nomination  and  election  of  Controllers.

The  Bonrd  of  Control  shall  bo  the 
oxocutive  coininittoo  of  the  Coiincal,  throe  member.s 
of  which  shall  constitute  a quorum,  and  the  Board 
shall  hold  daily  mootinss  at  such  times  as  may  be 
I)rovidod  by  tin'  by-law  hereinbefore  mentioned  ; and 
it  shall  he  the  duty  of  said  Board  of  Control  as 
such  executive  committee: — 

“(a.)  To  prei)are  an  estimate  of  the  proposed 
expenditure  of  the  year  ;ind  submit  same  to  the 
Council  for  its  consideration.

Subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Council,  to 
appoint  heads  of  departments  and  sub-departments, 
and,  after  a favourable  report  by  the  head  of  a 
department,  clerks  of  departments  and  sub-depart- 
ments, or  in  the  case  of  an  appointment  of  a head 
of  a department  or  sub-department,  after  a favour- 
able report  by  the  head  of  the  department  or  such 
person  who  may  have  been  temporarily  appointed 
to  act  in  that  capacity,  and  to  recommend  the 
salaries  to  he  paid  to  such  heads  of  departments, 
sub-departments,  and  clerks,  and  the  Council  shall 
pay  such  salaries  as  shall  be  recommended  as 
aforesaid  : 

“(c. ) To  suspend  or  recommend  for  dismissal 
any  head  of  a department  or  sub-department,  clerk, 
or  employee,  and  to  report  such  suspension  to  the 
Council.  Where  any  head  of  a dei)artment  has 
been  suspended  by  the  Board,  he  shall  not  be  re- 
instated by  the  Council  unless  by  a majority  of  the 
members  of  the  Council  present  and  voting : 

“(/.)  To  prescribe  by  regulation  or  resolution 
the  duties  of  all  officers,  assistants,  and  employees, 
seiwants,  or  workmen  as  may  be  appointed,  engaged, 
or  emidoyed  by  the  cit.y. 

“(2.)  The  Council  may  by  by-law  or  resolution 
impose  upon  or  assign  to  the  Board  of  Control 
such  other  duties  as  to  the  Council  may  seem  meet. 

“(3.)  In  all  cases  where  it  is  sought  to  reverse, 
set  aside,  or  vary  the  action  of  the  Board  of  Con- 
trol, or  where  a majority  of  the  members  of  the 
Council  i)resent  and  voting  is  required  for  any 
purpose,  the  vot('S  of  yeas  :nid  nays  shall  be  re- 
corded in  the  minutes  of  the  Council. 

“(4.)  The  Board  of  School  Trustees,  the  Board 
of  Police  Commissioners,  and  the  Board  of  Manage- 
ment of  the  Puhlic  Library  of  the  city,  respectively,

the  poll,  the  City  Clerk  shall  declare  such  by-law 
caiaac'd,  othei'wise  he  shall  declare  it  lost.  In  the 
event  of  such  by-law  being  carried,  the  Council 
shall  finally  pass  such  by-law.”

All  applications  to  Parliament  for  Pri- 
vate Bills  shall  be  advertised  by  a notice  in 
The  Canada  Gazette,  clearly  and  distinctly  stating 
the  nature  and  objects  of  the  application  and  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicants  with  the  address 
of  the  party  signing  the  same.  For  an  Act  of 
Incorporation  the  name  of  the  proposed  company 
shall  be  stated.  If  the  works  of  any  company  are 
to  be  declared  to  be  for  the  general  advantage  of 
Canada  the  same  shall  be  specifically  mentioned  in 
the  notice,  and  a copy  of  such  notice  shall  be  sent 
by  registered  letter  to  the  ^clerk  of  each  county  or 
municipality  which  may  be  spcciallj’’  affected  by 
such  works,  and  also  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Prov- 
ince in  which  such  works  are  or  may  be  located  ; 
and  proof  of  such  service  of  notice  shall  be  estab- 
lished by  statutory  declaration. 

In  addition  to  the  notice  in  The  Canada  Gazette 
aforesaid  a similar  notice  shall  be  published  in 
some  leadiny  ncicspaper,  as  follows: — 

1.  For  Acts  of  Incorporation — {a)  Of  a railway 
or  canal  company,  or  of  a company  for  the  con- 
struction of  any  special  works,  or  for  obtaining 
any  siiecial  rights  and  privileges : In  the  principal 
I>lace  in  each  county  or  district  afiVeted  ;

For  the  revival  or  continuation  of  a charter 
or  for  ('xtension  of  time  for  the  construction  of 
works  of  any  kind  or  for  the  enlargement  of  any 
of  the  powers  of  a company  (not  involving  addi- 
tional special  powers)  : At  the  head  office  of  the 
company  ; 

(c.)  For  the  granting  of  any  special  powers  or 
privileges:  In  the  localities  actually  affected. 

All  such  notices  shall  be  published  at  least  once 
a week  for  live  consecutive  weeks ; and  in  Quebec 
and  Manitoba  shall  be  published  in  both  English 
and  French ; and  if  there  be  no  newspaper  pub- 
lished in  the  locality  affected,  such  notice  shall  be 
given  in  the  next  nearest  locality  wherein  a news- 
paper is  published.

Excerpt  from  Rui.es  and  Orders  Relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

Rule  76. 

All  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills, 
properly  the  subject  of  legislation  hy  the 
Legislative  Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within 
the  purview  of  the  “ British  North  America  Act, 
1867,” — whether  for  the  erection  of  a Bridge,  the 
making  of  a Railway,  Tramway.  Turnpike  Road, 
or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line;  the  construction 
or  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal,  Lock,  Dam, 
Slide,  or  other  like  work;  the  granting  of  a right  of 
Ferry ; the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  .loint-stock  Company;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  indi- 
viduals any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privi- 
leges whatever,  or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing 
which  in  ihs  operation  would  affect  the  rights  or 
property  of  other  parties,  or  relate  to  any  particu- 
lar classi  of  the  community,  or  for  making  any 
amendment  of  a like  nature  to  any  former  Act, — 
shall  require  a Notice,  clearly  ami  distinctly  speci- 
fying the  nature  and  object  of  the  application  and, 
where  the  application  refers  to  any  proposed  work, 
indicating  generally  the  location  of  the  work,  and 
signed'  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant ; such 
notice  to  be  published  as  follows: — 

In  the  Britlsii  Columria  Gazette,  and  in  one 
newspaper  published  in  each  Electoral  District 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a newspaper  in  the  next  nearest 
Electoral  Districts  in  which  a newspaper  is  pub- 
lished. 

Such  notice  shall  be  continued  in  each  case  for 
a period  of  at  least  six  weeks,  during  the  interval 
.Session  and  the  considey-ation  of  the  Petition,  and 
copies  of  such  notice  shall  be  sent  by  the  parties 
inserting  such  notice  to  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  to 
be  filed  amongst  the  records  of  the  Committee  on 
Standing  Orders. 

72.  No  Petition  for  any  Private  Bill  shall  be 
received  by  the  House  after  the  first  ten  days  of 
each  .Session,  nor  may  any  Private  Bill  be  presented 
to  the  House  afler  the  first  three  weeks  of  each 
Session,  nor  may  any  Report  of  any  Standing  or 
Select  Committee  upon  a Private  Bill  be  received 
after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  session,  and:  no 
Motion  for  the  susi)onsion  or  modification  of  this 
Rule  sha’l  be  entertainedi  by  the  House  until  the 
.same  has  been  reported'  on  by  the  Committee  on 
.Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference  made  thereof 
at  a previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the  Standing 
Committee  charged  with  consid'cration  of  Private 
Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to  the  House.  And 
if  this  Rule  shall  be  suspended  or  modified  as  afore- 
said the  promoters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is 
presented'  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or 
for  which  the  Petition  has  been  received'  after  the 
lime  luM'einibefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case  pay 
double  the  fees  required  as  herein  mentioned,  unless 
the  House  shall  order  to  the  contrai*y.  Any  i)erson 
seeking  to  obtain  any  Private  Bill  shall  deposit 
with  the  'Clerk  of  the  Iloime.  eight  clear  days  before 
the  opening  of  the  Session,  a printed  copy  of  such 
Bill,  a copy  of  the  Petition  to  be  presented  to 
the  House,  together  roith  copies  of  the  notices 
pnhJished.  Such  publication  to  be  proved  by  affi- 
davit or  declaration  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Clerk 
of  the  House.  At  the  time  of  depositing  the  Bill, 
the  applicant  shall  also  pay  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars.  If  a copy 
of  the  Bill,  Petition,  and  notices  shall  not  have 
been  so  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  of  the 


House  at  least  eight  clear  days  before  the  opening 
of  the  Ses.sion,  and  if  the  Petition  has  not  been 
presented  within  the  fii'st  ten  days  of  the  Session, 
the  amount  to  be  ])aid'  to  the  Clerk  shall  be  six 
hundred  dollars.  If  the  Bill  shall  not  pass  second 
reading  one-half  of  the  foes  paid  shall  be  returned. 

77.  Before  an5’'  Petition,  praying  for  leave  to 
bring  in  a Private  Bill  for  the  erection  of  a Toll 
Bridge,  i.s  I'eceived  by  the  House,  the  person  or 
persons  intending  to  petition  for  such  Bill  shall, 
upon  giving  the  notice  prescribed  by  Rule  76.  also 
at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  give 
notice  of  the  rates  which  they  intend  to  ask,  the 
extent  of  the  privilege,  the  height  of  the  arches, 
the  interval  between  the  abutments  or  piers  for  the 
passage  of  rafts  and  vessels,  and  mentioning  also 
whether  they  intend  to  erect  a drawbridge  or  not, 
and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

78.  All  Private  Bills  for  .\cts  of  Incorporation 

shall  be  .so  framed  as  to  inconiorate  by  reference 
the  clauses  of  the  General  Acts  relating  to  the 
details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Bills.  Special 
grounds  shall  be  established  for  any  proposed 
departure  from  this  principle,  or  for  the  introduc- 
tion of  other  provisions  as  to  such  d'otails.  and  a 
note  shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the 
provisions  tlmreof  in  which  the  General  Act  is 
proposed  to  be  departed  from.  Bills  which  are 
recast  by  the  promoters  and  reprinted'  at  their 
expense  before  any  Committee  passes  upon  the 
clauses.  j ’ ^ 

82.  All  Private  Bills  shall  be  prepared  by  the 
paidies  applying  for  the  same,  and  printed  in 
Small  Pica  type,  twenty-six  ems  by  fifty  ems.  on 
good  paper,  in  imperial  octavo  form,  each  page 
when  folded  measuring  10%  inches  by  inches. 
There  shall  be  a marginal  number  every  fifth  line 
of  each  page;  the  numbering  of  the  lines  is  not  to 
run  on  through  the  Bill,  but  the  lines  of  each  page 
are  to  be  numbered  separately.  Three  hundred 
copies  of  each  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  House  immediately  before  the  first 
reading.  If  amendments  are  made  to  any  Bill 
diuring  its  progress  before  the  Committee  on 
Private  Bills,  or  through  the  Hou.se.  such  Bill  shall 
be  reprinted  by  the  promoters  thereof. 

By  Rule  S3,  a model  form  of  Railway  Bill  is 
adopted.  A copy  of  same  can  be  obtained  from 
application  to  the  Clerk. 

All  Bills  to  incorporate  or  amend  Bills  incor- 
porating railway  companies  are  to  be  drawn  in 
accordance  with  the  Model  Bill. 

The  provisions  contained  in  any  Bill  which  are 
not  in  accord  with  the  Model  Bill  shall  be  inserted 
between  brackets. 

Any  exceptional  provision.s  that  it  may  be  pro- 
posed to  insert  in  any  such  Bill  shall  be  clearly 
specified  in  the  notice  of  application  for  the  same. 

In  the  case  of  Bills  to  Incorporate  Companies, 
in  addition  to  the  fee  of  $300  mentioned'  in  Rule 
72.  fees  calculated'  on  the  capital  of  the  company 
are  payable  at  the  same  time.  Further  particulars 
can  he  had  on  application  to  the  under.«igned. 

Every  Petition  for  a Bill  to  incorporate  a com- 
pany shall  state  the  name  of  the  proposed  company. 

Petition  signed  by  agents  or  attorneys  must  be 
accompanied  by  the  authority  of  such  agent,  etc.

AT  THE  GOVERNMENT  HOUSE  AT  OTTAWA. 
Friday,  the  30th  day  of  October,  1914. 
Present : 

HIS  ROYAL  HIGHNESS  THE  GOVERNOR- 
GENERAL  IN  COUNCIL. 

The  Committee  of  the  Privy  Council  have  had 
before  them  a report,  dated  21st  October, 
1914.  from  the  Acting  Minister  of  the  Interior,  sub- 
mitting that  Mr.  Albert  E.  Raab  and  Mr.  Angus 
H.  McLeod  went  into  occupation  in  the  year  1891, 
before  survey,  of  land  on  the  Similkameen  Pack- 
trail  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Hope,  B.C.,  which 
who]]  surveyed  wms  found  to  comprise  the  "West 
Half  of  the  North-west  Quarter  of  Section  6,  Towm- 
ship  4,  Range  24  west  6th  meridian,  and  the  East 
Half  of  the  North-east  Quarter  of  Section  1,  and 
the  South-east  Quarter  of  Section  12,  Township  4, 
Range  25,  west  6th  meridian  ; 

That  the  records  at  the  Dominion  Land  Agency 
at  New  'Westminster  show  that  application  to  ac- 
quire this  location  was  made  by  them  to  the 
Dominion  Land  Agent  on  the  2nd  March,  1892,  in 
a communication  in  which  they  set  forth  that  they 
had  been  living  on  the  land  since  the  preceding 
summer  and  claimed  to  have  spent  about  $600  in 
trying  to  drain  and  improve  the  land  and  asking 
that  surveys  be  made.  Qwing  to  lack  of  surveys 
the  matter  of  dealing  with  tlieir  aiiplication  was 
deferred.  They  took  up  the  question  of  survey 
from  time  to  time,  but  it  was  not  until  the  year 
1911  that  the  surveys  were  completed  ; 

That  under  date  10th  Sei)tember,  1901,  the  Agent 
reported  that  according  to  his  latest  information 
these  parties  continued  to  improve  the  property,  but 
that  owing  to  the  distance  of  the  land  from  Hope 
(about  fourteen  miles),  which  was  the  nearest 
point  at  which  there  were  surveys,  and  also  because 
there  was  not  much  valuable  land  there,  he  has  not 
pressed  for  a survey.  The  land  w'as  removed  from 
other  settlement  and  was  of  very  little  value,  which 
explains  the  reason  for  the  long  delay  in  securing 
survey.  According  to  the  evidence  filed,  these 
parties  remained  in  continuous  residence  for  ten 
years,  until  1901,  draining  and  improving  the  prop- 
erty ;

any  part  of  the  British  Empire,  or  in  defence  of 
the  British  Empire  against  a foreign  poAAmr,  or  is 
a member  of  a company  or  contingent  of  Canadian 
volunteers  enrolled  under  the  authority  of  the 
IMinister  of  TMilitia  for  acthm  seiwice.  and  also  a 
period,  not  exceeding  three  months  after  his  dis- 
charge as  a member  of  the  said  force,  company,  or 
contingent,  to  permit  him  to  resume  his  residence 
upon  his  homestead,  may  bo  counted  as  residence 
upon  his  homestead.  Avithin  the  meaning  of  this 
Act”: 

And  Avhereas  the  “ Dominion  Lands  Act  ” does 
not  apply  to  the  Raihvay  Belt  of  the  Province  of 
Britisli  Columbia,  Avhich  is  goAmrned  by  regulations 
for  the  disposal  of  Dominion  lands  Avithin  the 
Raihvay  Belt  in  the  Province  of  British  Columbia 
established  by  Order  in  Conncil  of  17th  September, 
1889,  and  amendments  thereto,  and  there  is  no 
provision  in  these  regulations  for  counting  as  resi- 
dence the  time  spent  by  homesteader  on  military 
service : 

And  Avhereas  it  is  considered  advisable  to  extend 
the  provisions  of  the  aboAm-mentioned  section  22  of 
the  “ Dominion  Lands  Act  ” to  the  said  RailAvav 
Belt:

The  folloAving  section  is  hereby  added  to  and 
shall  form  part  of  the  regulations  for  the  disposal 
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of  Dominion  Innds  within  the  Knilway  Belt  of  the 
Province  of  British  Columbia  : — 

“ Notwithstandiii”-  anythin"'  in  tliese  res'ulations, 
the  time  durin,;;'  which  an  entrant  is  absent  from 
his  hoim'stead  while  he  is  a member  of  .a  military 
force  enrolled  under  the  authority  of  the  jMinister 
of  Militia  and  engaged  as  a member  of  that  force 
in  the  sui)i)ression  of  an  outbreak  or  insurrection 
in  any  part  of  the  British  Empire,  or  in  the  defence 
of  the  British  Empire  against  a foreign  power,  or 
is  a member  of  a company  or  contingent  of  Cana- 
dian volunteers  enrolled  under  the  authority  of  the 
iNlinister  of  Militia  for  active  service,  and  also  a 
period,  not  exceeding  three  months  after  his  dis- 
charge as  a meniber  of  the  said  force,  company,  or 
contingent,  to  permit  him  to  resume  his  residence 
upon  his  homestead,  may  be  counted  as  residence 
upon  his  homestead,  within  the  meaning  of  these 
regulations.”

PERMITS  TO  CUT  HAY. 

Permits  to  cut  hay  may  be  granted  by  any  Crown 
Timber  Agent  or  other  officer  ap))ointed  for  the 
purpose  by  the  Minister  of  the  Interior  upon  any 
vacant  Dominion  or  school  lands  at  the  disposal  of 
the  Crown,  and  peianits  thus  granted  shall  vest  in 
the  i)ermitt('e  exclusive  rights  of  ownershi|i  as  to  the 
hay  authorized  in  his  permit  upon  the  land  described 
therein,  subject  to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
Department  at  the  time  in  force. 

Ai)])]ications  for  permits  to  cut  hay  may  be 
received  on  or  after  the  1st  day  of  April  in  each  year, 
and  ix'rmits  thereon  may  be  issued  on  or  after  the 
1st  day  of  May.  No  permit  .shall  issue  to  a i)erson 
to  cover  more  than  one  quarter-section,  but  more 
thiin  one  permit  may  be  issued  to  the  same  jierson 
on  other  quarter  sectioTis  of  land,  but  in  no  case 
shall  be  receive  i)ermits  for  a greater  amount  of 
hay  than  .1  tons  i){'r  head  for  the  stock  of  which 
he  is  the  sole  owner. 

If.  before  the  1st  day  of  May,  more  than  one 
I)ermit  is  applied  for  covering  .any  qu.arter-section 
of  hand  or  fraction  theia'of,  whereon  there  is  not 
sufficicait  hay  to  meet  the  demands,  the  Agent,  if 
he  cannot  .arrange  .a  division  thma'of  to  suit  the 
seveiail  .applicants,  shall  issue  a notice  to  them 
calling  for  tenders  for  the  ])urchaso  of  the  hay 
u[)on  such  hand,  u])  to  the  qu.aiitity  each  is  entitled 
to  receive,  and  thereafter  shall  i.ssue  a permit  to 
the  i)ersnn  paying  the  highest  cash  bonus  over  and 
above  the  ordinary  dues.  If  the  land  yields  a 
greater  amount  of  hay  than  would  be  covered  by 
the  permit  issued,  a second  permit  may  bo  granted 
to  the  next  highest  tenderer,  at  the  i)rice  tendered 
by  him.  but  his  right  to  cut  -shall  not  commence 
UTitil  after  fifteen  clear  days  from  the  dafe  of  the 
first  permittee’s  right  to  commence  cutting.  In  like 
manner  a third  and  fourth  permit  may  he  granted, 
if  a further  supply  of  hay  can  be  obtained  on  the 
land,  cutting  to  commence  only  on  date  fixed  in  the 
permits. 


A hay  permit  shall  vest  in  the  permittee  the 
exclusive  right  of  ownership  t<j  the  quantity  of  hay 
mentioned  in  the  permit  ui)on  the  land  describ('d 
therein,  and  he  shall  ho  deemed  to  be  in  the  exclu- 
sive ]iossession  of  the  land  described  in  such  permit, 
exc('pt  in  c.ases  where  other  permits  are  issued  for 
the  cutting  of  hay  upon  the  same  land,  and  in  such 
cases  the  several  permittees  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
in  the  exclusive  ])ossession  of  such  portions  of  the 
land  as  may  bo  necessary  to  cut  the  hay  granted 
to  them  respectively. 

A second  or  more  peianits  may  bo  issued  to  any 
other  person  or  persons  entitled  to  receive  the  same, 
allowing  such  person  or  persons  the  right  to  cut  a 
certain  quantity  of  hay  upon  the  land  described  in 
the  first  permit,  and  such  person  or  persons  shall, 
on  the  day  fixed  by  such  permit  or  permits  to  com- 
mence cutting,  have  the  same  right  to  enter  upon 
the  said  land  for  the  i)urpose  of  cutting  and  remov- 
ing the  quantity  of  hay  mentioned  in  his  or  their 
permit,  and  may  bring  and  maintain  an  action  for 
trespass  ag.ainst  any  person  or  persons  interfering 
with  his  or  their  rights  in  the  same  manner  as  the 
first  permittee  may  bring  s>ich  action.  This  clause 
shall  not  give  the  holder  of  any  permit  the  right  to 
interfere  with  the  holder  of  any  other  permit  on 
the  same  land. 

No  hay  shall  bo  cut  prior  to  date  to  be  fixed  each 
year  by  the  Minister  of  the  Interior,  which  date 
may  vary  according  to  whether  the  se.ason  is  early 
or  late. 

The  applicant  will  be  required  to  i)ay  a permit 
fee  of  50  cents  in  connection  with  each  permit 
issued.  The  rates  chargeable  for  hay  to  actual 
settlers  who  require  the  same  for  their  own  use  is 
10  cents  per  ton,  and  to  others  than  actual  settlers 
50  cents  per  ton,  to  be  paid  in  full  at  time  of  appli- 
cation, in  addition  to  which  an  office  fee  of  50  cents 
is  charged  with  the  issue  of  each  permit.  Where 
there  is  not  hay  in  excess  of  the  demands  of  the 
actual  settlers  on  any  parcel  of  land,  the  right  to 
acquire  permits  is  to  go  first  to  the  actual  settler. 

The  Agent  may.  in  his  disci’etion.  issue  a permit 
for  hay  in  sparsely  settled  districts  where  the 
rights  of  individual  settlers  will  not  be  ])rejudicially 
affected,  covering  one  or  more  sections  of  land, 
which,  in  his  opinion,  is  necessary  to  obtain  the 
quantity  of  hay  required  to  meet  the  needs  of  the 
applicant. 

IjEases  to  cut  Hay  on  Dominion  Lands. 

A settler  in  the  vicinity  of  unoccupied  hay  lands 
who  is  the  owner  of  at  least  ten  head  of  stock  may 
obtain  a lease  for  an  area  thereof  not  exceeding  one- 
fourth  of  a quarter-section,  or  40  acres,  for  such 
term  and  at  such  rent  as  the  Minister  deems  expe- 
dient; but  such  lease  shall  not  operate  to  prevent, 
at  any  time  during  its  term,  the  sale  or  settlement 
of  the  land,  imd  in  the  case  of  such  sale  or  settle- 
ment the  lessee  shall  be  paid  by  the  purchaser  or 
settler,  for  fencing  or  other  imi)rovements  made, 
such  sum  as  the  local  agent  deteianines ; and  the 
lessee  shall  be  allowed  to  remove  any  hay  he  has 
cut. 

IjEases  to  cut  Hay  on  School  Lands. 

I.eai^'s  of  school  land  in  Alberta.  Saskatchewan, 
and  the  Nortli-West  Territories.  f<u'  the  imriiose  of 
cutting  hay  thereon,  may  be  issued  for  a term  not 
exceeding  five  years;  provided  that  a lease  shall  not 
issue  to  any  jierson  for  more  than  a section  or  less 
than  a (piarter-section.  and  that  such  lease  shall  be 
revocabb'  at  any  time  it  may  b('  deemed  advisable 
by  the  Minister  of  the  Interior  to  offer  the  land  so 
lea.sed  for  s.ale  by  i)ublic  auction  in  the  interests  of 
the  school  endowment  or  for  any  other  I'eason,  and 
that  in  such  case  the  lessee  shall  receive  three 
months’  notice  of  the  intention  of  the  Minister  to 
terminate  the  lease,  but  shall  not  be  entitled  to  com- 
pensation for  any  imiu'ovements  made  by  him  ; and. 
further,  that  in  case  of  there  being  only  one  aiqfficant 
for  the  lease  of  a school  section,  or  any  part  thereof, 
the  rental  .shall  be  at  the  rate  of  25  cents  per  acre 
per  annum,  but  where  there  is  more  than  one  apiffi- 
cant  for  such  lease  it  shall  be  put  up  for  tender 
at  an  upset  rental  of  25  cents  ])er  acre  i)er  annum, 
which  would  be  the  product  of  a minimum  ])rice  of 
$5  i)er  acre,  ])rovided  the  moni'y  were  invested  at 
5 per  cent,  per  annum.

The  Committee  of  the  Privy  Council  have  had 
before  them  a report,  dated  22nd  September, 
1914,  from  the  Acting  Aliuister  of  the  Interior, 
submitting  that  under  the  several  regulations  for 
the  disposal  of  mining  rights,  the  property  of  the 
Crown,  in  Alanitoba,  Saskatchewan,  Alberta,  the 
North-West  Territoides,  the  Yidion  Territory,  and 
within  certain  prescribed  areas  in  the  Province  of 
British  Columbia,  provision  is  made  for  the  pay- 
ment of  rental,  the  installation  of  machinery,  or 
the  expenditure  of  certain  amounts  in  prospecting, 
developing,  and  operating  the  location  so  acquired. 
In  case  the  rental  is  not  paid,  the  machinery  in- 
stalled, or  the  prescribed  expenditure  incurred,  the 
rights  acquired  under  such  regulations  are  subject 
to  immedi.ate  forfeiture ; 

The  Minister  states  that  representations  have 
been  made  to  the  Department  of  the  Interior  that 
certain  holders  of  mining  rights  under  the  regula- 
tions have  been  accepted  for  active  service  in  the 
defence  of  the  Empire  during  the  present  war,  and 
have  left  or  are  leaving  the  country  on  such  service  : 

The  Minister  therefore  recommends  that  any  per- 
son who  may  be  accepted  for  and  continues  in 
active  service  in  the  defence  of  the  Empire  during 
the  war,  whether  with  the  British  or  allied  forces, 
and  who  is  the  holder  of  mining  lights  acquired 
under  the  jirovisions  of  any  of  tho  mining  regula-
